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Inspirational — Mala Umapathy of Andover, a native of India 
and a resident of the U.S. for the past 22 years, recently joined 
500 others to become an American citizen, and was asked to be 
the Keynote speaker for the event, at the Lowell Memorial 
Auditorium. She left them crying and cheering. 


After 22 years, 


In one of the largest swearing- 
in ceremonies outside the 
Greater Boston area last Friday, 
Mala Umapathy of Andover, 
along with 500 other Middlesex 
and Essex County residents, 
became a citizen of the United 
States at a ceremony in the Low- 
ell Memorial Auditorium. 

Umapathy, a native of India, 
not only became a citizen, she 
was also the keynote speaker at 
the event. “This was the first 
time someone obtaining their cit- 
izenship has spoken,” says Con- 
stituent Services Director Maria 
Cunha for Congressman Martin 
Meehan. “Mala _ speaks perfect 
English and her life story is 
absolutely inspiring. After speak- 
ing with her I thought it would be 
great if she could share her story 
at the swearing-in with others 
who may have had to overcome 
similar circumstances.” 

Cunha _ says Umapathy’s 
speech was interesting, inspira- 
tional, and emotional, and 
received a long standing ovation. 

Umapathy talked about her 
life, the death of her husband and 
how wonderful it has been to live 
in America. She spoke of the 
things that living in America has 
provided her, and said that since 
she has received so much from 
this country, she wants to give 
back. 

She included John si. 
Kennedy’s famous quote: “Ask 
not what your country can do for 
you, but what you can do for your 
country.” . =

“When she finished many peo- 
ple in the audience were crying,” 
says Cunha. 

Umapathy discussed the three 
main things that living in the 
United States has given to her: 
freedom, inclusion, and empow- 
erment. 

“This country has brought out 
the best in me, and supported me 
in good times and bad,” says 
Umapathy. “In the United States, 
everyone has the freedom to be 
themselves and to celebrate and 
pass on their cultural beliefs and 
values, while still being accepted 
by society.” 

Umapathy says becoming a 
U.S. citizen has also empowered 
her not just to survive, but to 
thrive throughout the rest of her 
life. 

“The speech was straight from 
my heart,” she says, “I’ve had a 
really tough year and a half, los- 
ing my father and my husband 
(who was only 48), becoming the 
single mother of two, and taking 
over my husband’s consulting 


company.” 

Throughout all the tough 
times, Umapathy says, the 
Andover community has 


embraced her and allowed her to 
cope and go on with her life. Even 
recently when she went to Mee- 
han’s office in search of help to 
speed up the process of obtaining 
citizenship, they took the time to 
help her.

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Finegold, O’Brien help 
kill county government 


County government is going the way 
of the dodo bird, and state Rep. Barry 
Finegold, D-Andover, believes he 
deserves some credit for its impending 
extinction. 

Finegold says “in a lot of ways I do” 
deserve credit, because he and former 
State Sen. John O’Brien co-sponsored leg- 
islation to abolish Essex County govern- 
ment, which includes Andover. 

It will expire July 1, 1999. 

Finegold says eliminating the county 
will provide a tax savings to constituents, 
but admits he’s not sure how many coun- 
ty jobs will be eliminated, as opposed to 
simply transferred over to the state. But 
he promises, “There will have to be some 
that are eliminated.” 

While county government might have 
helped groups of smaller towns in West- 
ern Massachusetts, towns like Andover 
can handle their own retirement boards 
and other functions, he says. 

“It was a layer of government that 
wasn’t really needed,” says Finegold. 

“When county governments were first 
established, I think there was a role,” he 
says. “But for towns like Andover, North 
Andover and North Reading, they really 
are self-sufficient.” 

Officials are still bickering over what 
aspects of county government will be 
handled by the state and what will be 
handled by the towns, says Finegold.

Tower hearing tonight 


Andover residents opposed to the con- 
struction of a cell tower on _ the 
Lawrence/Andover border spoke to 
Lawrence Zoning Board members for 
three hours last week, and they’re not 
done yet. 

The hearing, attended by more than 30 
Lawrence and Andover residents, was 
continued to tonight, Thursday Aug. 20, 
at 7 p.m. 

Residents, led by Patricia Scarborough 
of Shepley Street, filed an appeal to the 
Lawrence Board saying that they were 
never notified of the plan to erect the 100- 
foot tower in their backyards. 

Among their supporters was state Rep. 
Barry Finegold, D-Andover, who says he 
was surprised at how many residents 
attended the hearing. 

“They weren’t served proper notice 
and it just wasn’t fair,” Finegold says. 

Nextel spokesmen argued that resi- 
dents filed their appeal outside of a 90-day 
window of appeal, but residents coun- 
tered that they couldn’t have known the 
deadline to appeal if they weren’t aware 
of the project in the first place, says Scar- 
borough. 

To move the tower, Lawrence Zoning 
Board members would have to vote 4-1 to 
do so, or the appeal would have to go to 
Land Court, Scarborough said.

zenship can often be a long one. Uma- 
pathy and her husband came to the 
United States in 1976. Her husband 
came to attend Harvard for a doctor- 
ate in business, and Mala came as a 
student’s wife. She later attended 
Boston University, and the two 
achieved permanent residency status 
after five years. 

That status allows a person all of 
the same freedoms as a citizen except 
voting or holding a government job. 

“I always meant to apply for citi- 
zenship,” Umapathy said, “But I was 
so busy with my job and then raising 
two children, I kept putting it off, 
Saying I'd do it the next year.” 

It was difficult, concerning taxes, 
living in the U.S. as a widow and non- 
citizen, so after the death of her hus- 
band, Umapathy decided that it was 
time for her to become a citizen. 
“After applying for citizenship, you 
pretty much just have to wait,” says 
Umapathy. 

The Boston immigration and natu- 
ralization offices seemed to be pretty 
backed up so, tired of waiting, Umap- 
athy came to Meehan’s Office.

U.S. government being filled with 
bureaucracy and red tape, but the 
people in Marty Meehan’s office were 
a tremendous help,” she says. 

A short time later Umapathy had 
an interview with an immigration 
officer and took a history test. Finally, 
on Aug. 14, after 22 years in the Unit- 
ed States, she obtained her citizen- 
ship. 

In her speech, Umapathy focused a 
lot on how important it is to give back 
to one’s community. She and her teen- 
age daughter, a student at Phillips 
Academy, worked together to raise 
money for Horizons Initiative, an 
organization that helps care for the 
homeless. She is also very involved 
with teaching those in Andover about 
her Indian culture. She participated 
in Andover’s 350th Celebration by 
building a float depicting India for the 
parade. Each year, she teaches about 
the Indian culture at the Pike School, 
where her son is a student, and she 
has also collaborated with the Memor- 
ial Hall Library to teach cultural 
activities concerning India. 

Most recently, Umapathy and her 
friend Dr. Shashikala Dwarakanath 
have developed a women’s support 
group that meets to discuss issues 
ranging from menopause to financ- 
ing.

cuss issues important to women,” 
says Umapathy. The group has spread 
through word of mouth, and presently 
involves about 20 women. Next week, 
the group is taking a trip to the Muse- 
um of Fine Arts in Boston. 

“Eventually I want to involve the 
group in different kinds of volunteer 
programs,” says Umapathy, “I think 
lots of people want to get involved 
with their community but just don’t 
know how.” 

Besides volunteering and raising 
two children Umapathy runs the 
Andover Consulting and Training 
Group (ACT). “After my husband died 
I left my job to take over his business. 
The job itself is extremely mentally 
rewarding, and I love that I’m contin- 
uing all of my husband’s hard work,” 
says Umapathy. “There are differ- 
ences among all people — the United 
States really is a melting pot. ACT 
conducts diversity training and sexu- 
al harassment prevention at different 
companies to try to create the best 
possible working environment,” says 
Umapathy. “We first go to companies 
to assess their situation, and then we 
design courses to help employees not 
only tolerate but value one another’s 
cultural, racial, and gender differ- 
ences.” 

Umapathy says she has always felt 
welcome living and working in the 
U.S. and Andover. “It wasn’t hard to 
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give up my Indian citizenship to become a 
U.S. citizen,” says Umapathy, “because I’ve 
lived here for over 20 years. This is my home.”

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Lanam expansion heads

According to Cornelius A. Wood Jr., the 
plan to expand the Lanam Club may be his 
chance to close it once and for all. 

Wood filed an appeal in Land Court on Fri- 


day, challenging the Andover Zoning Board of 


Appeals decision to approve the club’s expan- 
sion plan that includes construction of a casual 
dining room for 54 guests, 

The appeal calls for closure of the club, 
rather than compliance with the order of con- 
ditions it is expected to meet. In his appeal, 
Wood requests the annulment of the Zoning 
Board’s 1998 decision, and declaration of the 
original permit to operate as a club null and 
void. He also requested the board declare con- 
dition No. 9 of the 1957 ruling as valid. That 
condition required the club to move its drive- 
Way apart from that of Wood’s property next 
door, but it was revoked in a 1965 decision. 

The Lanam Club, a private club at 260 North 
Main Street used mostly for business lunches, 
opened in 1957 under an order of conditions 
that Wood says have never been met, or have 
been continually violated over the years. 

Inspector of Buildings Kaija Gilmore said in 
a previous interview that the conditions were 
subject to a statute of limitations of SIX years, 
and if they were not enforced by 1963, they 
could not be enforced now. 
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for court 


Wood argues in his appeal that the 1957 
decision states the conditions “shall remain 
binding upon the petitioner and on the proper- 
ty owned at this location. In the event of non- 
compliance at any time the petitioner with 
any of said conditions or restrictions, this per- 
mit shall be revoked and shall become void 
and the premises shall no longer be used as a 
club.” 

The expansion plan approved by the Zoning 
Board July 18 included a new and lengthy 
order of conditions, many of which addressed 
issues raised by club neighbors at the July 
Zoning Board meting. The need to comply 
with the unenforced conditions of the 1957 rul- 
ing were affirmed as conditions in the 1998 
decision, except condition No. 9. 

It was removed in a 1965 decision to issue a 
special permit to the club, but the permit 
lapsed, since other conditions were not met. 

By saying they are “not prepared to rule 
that said Restriction No. 9 is still in force and 
effect,” the board is not requiring the club to 
move the driveway. 

A person who answered the phone at the 
Wood residence said he did not want to com- 
ment on the matter. 

Wood is the son of Cornelius A. Wood Sr., 
who owned the land on which the Lanam Club 
is built. 
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Open-ended opinion half of 
town manager’s evaluation

Selectmen haven’t officially 
evaluated Town Manager Buzz 
Stapcezynski yet, but they spent 
a lot of time Monday discussing 
what form they’d use to do so. 

Eventually, they decided to 
break his evaluation into two 
main sections. First they will 
look at the six major goals they 
set for fiscal year 1998 and 
“grade” Stapezynski on how 
well he achieved them, on a 
scale of 1 to 50. 

The other 50 percent of his 
evaluation score will come from 
an open-ended, essay-style sec- 
tion, aimed at allowing board 
members to discuss their opin- 
ions of Stapcezynski’s strengths 
and weaknesses. 

“It gives the ability for each 
of us to add our own comments 
for areas that we see, or don’t 
see and want to see in the 
future,” says Selectman Brian 
Major. 

Selectmen also plan to have a 
subcommittee meeting Aug. 31 
at 6 p.m., before their regular 
meeting, to give people the 
chance to offer opinions on the 
town manager’s work. Select- 
man Larry Larsen also encour- 
ages people to call and talk to 
selectmen about how they feel. 

Last year, Larsen and current 
Chairman Bill Downs made it 
clear they wanted to hire a new 
town manager, but the other 
three —selectmen supported 
Stapezynski, who ended up with 
a raise. 

Stapczynski supporter Jerry 
Silverman has since been 
replaced by newcomer Lori 
Becker, who told the Townsman 
last week she’s heard mixed 
reviews of the manager’s work

and is undecided about her level 
of support for him. 

Some of the negative talk

Finance Director 
Tony Torrisi told selectmen Andover does 
receive more money from rentals than is 
budgeted for running the building. 

One of the quirks of the old rental fee 
structure noticed by Selectman Brian Major 
was that private non-residents were being 
charged more than corporate non-residents. 
Wilson says that was because corporations 
rent the facility Monday through Friday for 
seminars and lunches, so they “don’t monop- 
olize weekends.” 

Last year, none of the 70 rentals were by a 
corporate non-resident, and most of the 70 


The town will now have only two rates, 
one for residents and one for non-residents, 
regardless of whether people and groups 
charge admission to their events.

It’s not often you get the Christian Coali- 
tion, the American Civil Liberties Union, 
and the National Rifle Association to agree 
on something. Yet these diverse special-inter- 
est groups have joined forces against a great 
threat to their way of life — legislation that 
would transfer some of the power they wield 
back to the American people. 

But despite intense lobbying, intimida- 
tion, and advertisements, the U.S. House of 
Representatives voted overwhelmingly Aug. 
6 to pass the Bipartisan Campaign Reform 
Act of 1998 — also known as the Shays-Mee- 
han bill. 

Shays-Meehan would go a long way 
toward severing the ties between unlimited, 
unregulated campaign contributions and the

legislative process. The goal is to rein in the 
influence of high-powered special interests in 
Washington whose single-minded purpose 
often conflicts with the needs of typical 
American families. It is now up to the Senate 
to decide whether we will achieve it. 

Once every generation, Congress has felt 
the public’s pressure and been moved to 
revise our federal campaign finance and elec- 
toral systems in order to close loopholes and 
remedy abuses. The last time it did so was in 
1974, in the wake of the Watergate scandal. 
The post-Watergate reforms were certainly 
far-reaching, yet as people find more and bet- 
ter ways to circumvent the law, unlimited 
and often undisclosed contributions are 
again playing a significant role in our elec- 
tions. 

Separate Senate and House investigations 
have made it clear that our current electoral 
and campaign finance laws permit activities 
that are corrupt at least in appearance, if not 
in reality. 

Above all, the abuses of the 1996 election 
cycle seriously damaged the public’s faith in 
our democratic system. In response, despite 
stiff opposition from many in Congress, the 
House last week passed Shays-Meehan. The 
centerpiece of the bill is a complete ban on 
so-called soft money. Often referred to as the 
loophole that ate the law, soft money contri- 
butions allow corporations, individuals, and 
labor unions to funnel unlimited sums of 
money into the political parties under the 
auspices of “party-building activities.” Often, 
these funds are in fact used to pay for expen- 
sive television advertisements designed to 
affect federal elections. 

The second major component of Shays- 
Meehan would rein in third-party campaign 
advertisements that currently masquerade 
as so- called “issue advocacy.” While these 
advertisements purport to be about public 
policy issues in general, they are in fact 
geared closely toward influencing specific 
elections. The purpose of the issue advocacy 
disguise is to funnel millions of corporate 
treasury and union dollars — an activity that 
has been banned from elections for decades 
_ into campaign advertisements. The bill 
would not ban any ad but would simply call

these advertisements what they truly. are — 
campaign advertisements — and accordingly 
subject them to fund-raising and disclosure 
requirements. 

Shays-Meehan gives the Federal Election 
Commission the teeth it needs to enforce the 
laws on the books and provide needed public 
disclosure. For instance, it strengthens the 
FEC’s enforcement powers and increases 
penalties on certain types of violations. 
Moreover, it opens the lines of communica- 
tion between this watchdog agency and the 
electorate by requiring that FEC reports be 
filed electronically and providing for rapid 
Internet posting of both these reports and 
other disclosure data. 

Finally, Shays-Meehan establishes a non- 
partisan, independent commission charged 
with recommending additional reforms to 
our campaign finance and electoral systems. 
The proposed reforms would then be subject 
to a congressional vote. While we believe the 
Shays-Meehan bill will correct the most egre- 
gious problems with our current system, we 
are open to additional changes, and that is 
why we embraced a floor amendment offered 
to our bill to establish this commission. 

But neither the commission nor the 
important reforms included in the bill will be 
enacted into law unless a Senate filibuster is 
broken. Eight senators who previously voted 
against breaking that filibuster now need to 
change their votes. In the next month, those 
senators must be convinced, cajoled, and 
pressured to do the right thing on reform by 
voting for the Senate version sponsored by 
Senators John McCain and Russell Feingold. 

Just as 61 Republican House members 
confronted their leadership and voted for 
Shays-Meehan, eight Republican senators 
must stand up to Majority Leader Trent 
Lott’s pleas and vote for McCain-Feingold to 
rid our campaign finance system of soft 
money. 

The pundits and the detractors have 
declared campaign reform dead on more 
than one occasion over the past year. It was 
considered beyond resuscitation following 
the Senate’s failure in February to overcome 
a filibuster of the McCain-Feingold legisla- 
tion, as well as when the House Republican 
leadership contrived a debate procedure 
deliberately designed to kill our bill. It is also 
said that “poison-pill” amendments offered 
by opponents of reform would shatter the 
bipartisan coalition that had rallied around 
Shays-Meehan. Nonetheless, the bill sur- 
vived to secure House passage. Why? 
Because of strong grass-roots support for 
reform and the public’s insistence that we 
finally put our electoral house in order. 

It is time for elections to be decided by the 
American people, not by special interests 
that use their vast resources to manipulate 
the system. The best chance we have to 
restore integrity to our democratic process is 
for the Senate to pass campaign reform, with 
no filibusters and no excuses. The American 
people deserve — and demand — no less.

Parent puts her foot 
down on West El carpets 

Andover school officials 
were called on the carpet by a 
West Elementary School par- 
ent for not replacing rugs in 
four classrooms and an open 
space at the school. 

Kristen Wise told schools 
Business Manager Bernie Tut- 
tle Tuesday she was upset that 
the project to re-carpet parts of 
West Middle School was 
incomplete. 

“There are strips of duct 
tape covering the seams,” 
Wise said. 

The carpet was replaced in 
six of the ten classrooms sur- 
rounding an open space at 
West Elementary School, she 
said. The floors in the four 
remaining classrooms and 
open space in the center, 
which is also converted into 
Classrooms, are covered in old 
carpeting. 

Tuttle said the money ran 
out before the project was 
done, and since their attention 
was called to the matter, they 
plan to make it a priority and 
try to get new carpets installed 
the next time school is out, for 
Christmas vacation. 

He said he didn’t think old 
carpeting is a health hazard, 
as Wise had alleged, but duct 
tape could be a safety hazard 
because children could trip on 
it. 


New windows, 
portables, top the bills 
Despite the lack of funds to 
re-carpet portions of West Ele- 
mentary, Tuttle reported a 
successful closing of the finan- 
Cial year for Andover Schools. 
Capital improvement pro- 
jects included fixing air quali- 
ty problems at _ Bancroft 
School, which ran over budget 
and siphoned money off other 
projects, he said, but a state 
grant came to the rescue. 
Tuttle applied for the 
money from the state last 
August and was awarded 
$375,000 from the state’s “pot- 
hole” funds. 
The town spent $2.8 million 


replacing school building win- 
dows system wide, a move Tut- 
tle said will pay for itself even- 
tually in fuel cost savings. 
They spent $220,000 in tech- 
nology, including equipment 
and books at the high school 
that should have been includ- 
ed in the renovation project, 
made the second payment on 
the __ portable classrooms 
installed at Bancroft and the 
first payment on portables at 
the Sanborn School, and spent 
$166,000 on improvements to 
the Collins Center, which will 
feature an opening of school 
breakfast in early September. 
After a review of future 
plans for the Capital Improve- 
ment Project budget, Commit- 
tee Chairman Eric Nadworny 
said he would like to see each 
project tied into an overall 
plan, long and short term. 
“That makes it easier to 
understand,” he said. 


Teachers call

Superintendent Dr. Claudia 
Bach said she hopes to work 
on improving the schedule 
this year, given that she does- 
n't expect the new “A/B” 
block schedule to be perfect. 

Bach said early in the meet- 
ing that she wanted to work 
with parents, teachers and stu- 
dents to come up with a better 
schedule for next fall.

New high school guidance head 
leaves the studio for students 


By Rebecca Lipchitz 

If anyone on the counseling staff of 
Andover High School knows about choosing 
careers, it’s Allison Brown Collins; she’s 
done it twice. While the new head of the 
Guidance Department has had a relatively 
short career in her field, she worked nine 
years in another before she found that she 
wanted to work with adolescents. 

In her former life as a television broad- 
caster and advertising account executive, 
she was asked to speak to students about her 
Career choice and the media. 

The more she worked with students, the 
more she realized that’s where she wanted to 
be, she says. 

“I wanted to develop more long-term rela- 
tionships with students,” Collins says of her 


choice to become a guidance counselor. 

After earning a degree from Smith Col- 
lege, she became a radio broadcaster in 
Belfast, Maine, and later a television broad- 
caster and assistant program director in 
Massachusetts for Continental Cablevision. 

“I went to college in the ’80s when every- 
one expected you to make a lot of money,” 
she says of her initial career choice. “But I 
couldn’t see myself doing that forever,” she 
says. 

She took a right turn into Harvard Uni- 
versity and earned a master’s of education in 
“risk and prevention for school age children 
and adolescents.” 

She took a job as a guidance counselor at

He worked at presenting 
the subjects’ distinctly cul- 
tural and universal sides, to 
give students a complete 
picture.

and philosophy classes. He 
came to love the cul- 
ture and left to teach 
in Japan from 1989 to 
1992, taking a year off 
in the middle to do 
educational research 
at the University of 
Kyushu on a= grant 
from Vassar College. 
He began _ teaching 
Japanese at Phillips 
Academy in the sum- 
mer of 1993 and offered 
classes in Japanese for the 
first time in the 1996-97 
school year. 

Now skilled at living on a 
diet of tofu and sprouts, Rol- 
bin has returned to study in 
Japan almost every year 
since, mostly funded by the 
Abbot Academy Association 
at PA and other grants.

PREMATURE THINKING 

Mothers-to-be have one more reason to schedule regular 
dental appointments during their pregnancies. According to 
researchers at the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill, 
pregnant women with pertodontal (gum) disease are more 
likely to have preterm babies (bor at less than 37 weeks) or 
babies with a low birth weight (under five pounds). In fact, 
when researchers evaluated the cases of 124 pregnant 
women, they found that periodontal disease predisposed them 
to having preterm low-birth-weight babies by a factor of seven. 
Other factors were taken into account and were not deemed 
responsible for the increased risk. It is thought that increased 
levels of prostaglandins, which are linked with labor and 
delivery, are also linked with active gum disease.

It’s getting a lot roomier in Andover

Andover is fast becoming the 
home away from home for busi- 
ness travelers en route to 
Andover and other parts of the 
Merrimack Valley. 

Since 1996, in a fit of hospitality 
and economic insight, developers 
descended on the River Road area 
of Andover known for high-tech 
businesses, and have created 
plans to build two — and possibly 
a third — hotel. 

The hotel boom comes on the 
heels of a high-tech industry 
explosion in west and northwest 
Andover, which is now home to 
businesses including Hewlett 
Packard, Putnam Investments, 
Vicor Corp., Eisai Laboratories, 
Bell Atlantic, Raytheon, the 
Gillette Co. and Genetics Insti- 
tute. 

While it’s mostly visitors to the 
industries in Andover that create 
a strong market for hotels, ana- 
lysts says they look at the big pic- 
ture as well when choosing a spot. 

“It’s economic development, 
community development. We 
have a whole list of what we go 
through,” says Lynne Guercio of 
Patriot American Hospitality develop- 
ment planners in Dallas, Texas. 

Andover Planning Director Steve 
Colyer, in an article written this spring 
for the Banker & Tradesman Commer- 
cial Real Estate edition, credits the Mer- 
rimack Valley as a whole for the strong 
business climate. 

“Today’s success is the combination 
of several factors, including foresight, 
geography, zoning and planning, sup- 
port infrastructure and highway sys- 
tems, and of course the right business 
climate. You could say that Andover’s 
River Road industrial area has been 
somewhat of a sleeping giant, just wait- 
ing for the right economic kiss to awak- 
en it,”’ Colyer says. 

River Road is past rubbing its eyes, as 
two hotels are scheduled for construc- 
tion this year and a third proposal has 
just been filed with the Planning Depart- 
ment, says Colyer. 

Plans for both the Microtel and 
Hawthorn Suites hotels were recently 
approved by the Planning Board. While 
both are products of the U.S. Franchise 
company, they serve different purposes, 
says Steve Stapinski of Andover, a prin- 
cipal developer of the Microtel project. 

Both are “limited use/extended stay” 
hotels, designed like apartments with 
mini-kitchens for business travelers, but 
Microtel will be geared toward a 3-5 day 
stay while Hawthorn Suites are 
designed for a longer stay, Stapinski 
says. 

‘Microtel will be built on River Road 
“on the fringe” of industrial zones in

Andover, making a smooth transition 
between residential and high-tech busi- 
ness districts, says Stapinski. 

Hawthorn Suites, a division of U.S. 
Franchise and Princeton Properties, will 
be built on Riverside Drive, off of River 
Road, surrounded by industries. 

Hawthorn Suites’ rooms are larger 
than Microtel rooms, Stapinshi says, but 
there will be fewer of them. 

Once the 84 units of Hawthorn Suites 
and 126 units of Microtel are built, the 
area would have a total of 829 rooms. 

Existing hotels include the Marriott

and the Marriott Courtyard, and the 
Tage Inn, totaling 619 rooms. 

And one developer believes there is 
room for yet more rooms. Summerfield 
Estates, a complex similar to Hawthorn 
Suites, recently filed a plan for a 133- 
room, extended-stay hotel. 

Since none of these plans provides a 
“full-service” hotel with a restaurant 
and bar like the Marriott, developers are 
doing research through the CSM Corpo- 
ration to see if a fourth hotel with full 
service could be built in the area. 

Daniel Walsh, hotel development 
manager at CSM Corp. of St. Paul, Min- 
nesota, is researching the “perfor- 
mance” of existing River Road area 
hotels and the business climate to deter- 
mine the need for another full-service 
hotel. 

“We're looking at a few different 
options. Andover is a strong market. 
There’s a tremendous amount of busi- 
ness in the River Road corridor,” he 
says. 

Stapinski says the Microtel project 
could have been the same extended-day 
design of the Hawthorn Suites, and the 
demand would support both hotels. 

“There is that much need,” he says, 
but zoning setbacks required a smaller 
building for Microtel. 

The decision to build a Microtel was 
also due to its lower price range, which 
would keep it more viable over a longer 
period of time, Stapinski says, since the 
higher-priced hotels suffer more when 
there is a downturn in the economy. 

“Is it sustainable? It’s a gamble. It

depends on the market,” Colyer says. 

Colyer says a full-service hotel has 
very different impacts on the communi- 
ty than extended stay hotels, where traf: 
fic is often not passing at peak hours. 

“It’s almost below the radar,” he 
says. 

All the hotels, Colyer says, pay 4 per- 
cent of their revenues per room to 
Andover. 

Besides benefits like tax revenue, 
Stapinski says he also expects that the 
increased amount of space for guests in 
the area will attract more business that 
previously went to areas like Burling- 
ton. 

Colyer says he anticipates a satura- 
tion of hotels at some point, but not too 
soon. 

“What interesting is the interplay 
between the types of hotels,” he says. 

Stapinski says he’s not concerned 
with overload of hotels yet, since the 
new projects are designed for slightly 
different uses. 

“IT think = they 
other,” he says. 

Construction is expected to start soon 
for both Hawthorn Suites and Microtel, 
Colyer says. 

The last steps include Microtel clear 
ing up a utility issue and Hawthorn 
Suites waiting to have an off-premises 
sign approved by the Zoning Board, 
Colyer says. 

More than 200 Microtels are being 
built now, as the company expands from 
the South and the Midwest, Stapinski 
says.

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Minding the details 


Despite complaint, chief says oversight of police defails is more than adequate

While a town resident has been 
calling for the town to study how 
police are paid for road details to 
eliminate the chance for abuse, 
selectmen indicate they have no 
plans to do so. 

And Police Chief Brian Pattul- 
lo says, “I don’t see any abuse of 
the system. I pretty much think 
the system is very accountable. 

“It’s not a large number of offi- 
cers who are working these 
details, and they are aware of the 
spotlight that’s on it. They cer- 
tainly don’t want to lose it.” 

What police officers don’t want 
to lose is a sizable second pay- 
check that amounts to a lucrative 
second job, says Pattullo. 

Police officers get paid $35 per 
hour, totaling $280 for an eight- 
hour detail. Firefighters, auxil- 
lary officers or others who fill in 
when police can not handle all the 
details are also paid this amount. 

Legally, an officer doesn’t even 
have to work all eight hours to 
make that money. The _patrol- 
men’s union contract says offi- 
cers must be paid for four full 
hours anytime they are called to a 
detail, says Pattullo. If they work 
a morning detail that goes past 
noon, they will automatically be 
paid for eight full hours even if 
they only work, say, six hours, 
according to the contract. If an 
officer works more than eight 
hours he or she will be paid for 
the specific amount of time 
worked.

But resident Donal Coleman 
has been raising questions about 
the way the town keeps track of 
its police details, and has called 
on town officials to look into what 
he believes is a serious problem. 
Among Coleman’s many com- 
plaints is that he doesn’t believe 
there’s proper accounting of the 
hours worked on a detail. 

At least 80 percent of Andover 
police details are for private busi- 
nesses, including utility compa- 
nies, says Pattullo, noting that it 
is in these companies’ best inter- 
est to keep an accurate account of 
how many hours police work, 
because the companies have to 
pay the bill. 

In addition, basic information 
regarding police on details is 
entered into a log at the station 
that also includes police who are 
involved with investigations. Offi- 
cers sometimes can be heard on 
the police scanner calling in and 
asking a supervisor to enter them 
into the log for a specific number 
of hours worked. 

Coleman has complained he is 
not allowed to see this log, but 
Pattullo says he doesn’t want to 
make it public, because it could 
disclose information important to 
an investigation. 

Instead, police reproduce the 
detail information in another, 


printed log that lists the officer on 
detail, the name of the detail, the 
time started, and the number of 
hours paid. Pattullo says he will 
make that information available

Roving details 

Although residents may 
only see an officer at a detail 
site for a few hours, Pattullo 
says that doesn’t mean the 
officer is only working the 
detail for those hours. 

Pattullo says sometimes 
officers are assigned to a 
truck that may be making 
several stops in town, or to a 
project that involves several 
streets. As a result, although 
it may say in the log that the 
officer worked an eight-hour 
detail on Main Street, the offi- 
cer may have worked a rov- 
ing detail on several streets 
that day. 

But asked if he would be 
willing to have officers call 
into the station when their 
detail moves so police can 
provide a more complete 
accounting of where they are 
spending their detail time, 
Pattullo says no. 

“I don’t see any reason for 
that. I think it would be an 
accounting nightmare,” he

Pattullo — Officers 
police themselves. 
says. “The officers are 


checked on a regular basis. I 
have no doubts they’re work- 
ing the hours.” 

In addition to having com- 
panies watch how many 
hours police are working on 
details, Pattullo says officers 
police themselves and police 
supervisors check many of 
the detail sites daily. But he 
admits not all details are 
checked every day. 

“The majority are checked 
on a daily basis,” he says. 


“We watch them pretty close- 
ly. It’s not as if anybody’s get- 
ting something they should- 
n't. 

“The details are watched 
very closely, not only by the 
administration, but by the 
other officers,” says Pattullo. 
“Details are awarded by 
other officers. They kind of 
police themselves, and _ it’s 
kind of like a part-time job. 
They make sure everyone’s 
in line. They certainly don’t 
want to lose that benefit.” 

Pattullo also says officers 
never “double dip,” meaning 
they never are paid for both 
working a detail and doing 
their regular shift during the 
same hours. 

If an officer is working a 
detail until his or her shift 
starts at 5 p.m., and some- 
thing goes wrong on the 
detail that requires the offi- 
cer to stay, “That officer 
would not be paid by the con- 
tractor as well as the town of 
Andover. There’s no double 
dipping,” says Pattullo. 

If the problem could be 
resolved quickly the officer 
would be paid by the town for 
handling a safety issue. If it 
would take some time to 
solve the problem, then 
police would find someone 
else to take over for the offi- 
cer at the detail, says Pattul- 
lo. 

Pattullo says that town 
jobs are watched by the 
director of public works who 
doesn’t want his budget to go 
for paying police details. If 
work is done on a side street, 
police may block off the road 
rather than force the town to 
pay for a police detail, he 
says. 

“We do work closed with 
the town departments. If they 
can do road work without a 
detail we try to do it that 
way,” he says.

require armed officers, such as 
road details. 

The current pecking order 
could remain until a new fire- 
fighters contract is settled, 
although fire and police repre- 
sentatives plan to meet on the 


matter. 

The town is currently in 
negotiations with the firefight- 
ers union on a new contract. 

Pattullo says anyone who is 
called to fill a detail receives $35 
per hour, but having officers 
trained to handle road situa- 
tions is in the best public safety 
interests of the town. 

“We're just trying to protect

what we have,” said Landry, of 
the firefighters’ efforts. “We're 
just going by the contract until 
something changes.” 

Landry said hearing about 
the possibility Merrimack Col- 
lege police might be called ahead 
of firefighters was “kind of like 
getting laid off.”

putting less qualified people on 
the street, when there are more 
qualified people available.” 


The issues 

Although Pattullo’s request 
came shortly after a firefighter 
was disciplined for his behavior 
on a road detail, Pattullo says his 
request to name Merrimack Col- 
lege police as “special officers” 
had nothing to do with that inci- 
dent. 

The firefighter involved in 
the incident has since completed 
a retraining program, and is 
again eligible to work traffic 
details. 

“The intent behind this is the 
result of the lack of officers I 
have to fill road work and the 
potential for a strike (at a local 
company) in early September,” 
says Pattullo. 

Pattullo says when there was a 
strike recently against Bell 
Atlantic in Andover, he became 


so shorthanded he couldn’t even 
get enough firefighters to cover 
all the road details. 

He says naming Merrimack 
College police as special officers 
is “not to replace firefighters, but 
to supplement police.” Later he 
added, “I don’t think the road jobs 
are going to be diminished by any 
major degree. 

“If I have an officer who is 
sworn and has the powers or 
arrest, and a firefighter who does 
not,” says Pattullo, “I would want 
the sworn officer on the street 
first.” 

Andover Police Sergeant 
William Mackenzie says the fire- 
fighters have done a good job 
over the years, but the town 
would be better off with trained 
officers. 

“Times have changed now. 
Now, with what’s going on out 
there with road rage, someone’s 
going to get hurt,” says Macken- 
zie. “We're not trying to take any

money away from (fire- 
fighters), but times have 
changed. We’re going to 
have to put them in a 
different order.”

Any witch play but loose 


You might say when things go awry, 
some in Andover have a habit of hiding 
from the truth. 

Want to know who screwed up the block 
scheduling last year for hundreds of High 
School students? Too bad. It’s a personnel 
issue. 

Want to know who’s most responsible for 
millions in school construction overruns? 
Sorry. First the town was in litigation, and 
now a settlement supposedly precludes peo- 
ple from talking. 

But Andover has never buried anything 
so deeply as it did its significant involve- 
ment in the Salem witch trials more than 
300 years ago. 

Although the court where the “witches” 
were tried was in Salem, Andover had more 
people arrested, shackled and accused of 
witchcraft than any other town, says 
Andover historian Juliet Mofford. 

One of every 12 people in Andover were 
formally accused of being a witch. Think 
about that. Three Andover people were 
hanged and one woman died in prison. 

Men, woman and children were thrown 
in the same filthy cells and were forced to 
pay for the very constraints that kept them 
there. If you did not lose your life, you could 
easily lose your farm or your house as the 
trial wore on. 

“People in Andover were shackled and 
taken to Salem on an ox cart,” says Tom

Thanks in part to the widespread success and popular- 
ity of the Andover skate park, more young Andover kids 
are taking up skateboarding than perhaps ever before. So 
we asked skate park manager Mike Parziale to help us 
explain to new skaters how they can do a basic jump. “It’s 
a trick you can do on flat ground,” he says. “It’s the first 
thing you learn on a skateboard.” 


Before ’boaders learn to 
skateboard they must first 
know if they skate “goofy” or 
“regular.” Regular skate- 
boarders ride with their left 
foot forward on the board, 
while goofy skaters put their 
right foot in front. 

“One way to tell which 
you are is, if you go bowling 
and you end up with your 
left foot in front, you’re most 
likely regular,” says 
Parziale. Another way to tell 
is to see which foot you 
instinctively put forward to 
catch yourself from falling 
when you are shoved. 
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Although long-time skater Parziale did a more-than- 
two-foot jump for our demonstation, the approach is the 
same for a two-inch jump, he says. : 

Parziale advises new skaters to learn to jump on flat 
ground. Skaters should not try these moves on steps, stairs 
or slopes until they know what they are doing, and should 
not skate without proper protective equipment, including 
helmet and elbow and knee pads. 


To prepare for a jump, regular skaters will eee 
put their right foot all the way back on the tail oe 
of their ’board, and their left foot nearly in the 
middle. Goofy skaters will do the opposite. 
Parziale says people learning to jump are lucky 
to get an inch or two off the ground. 

“Learn it on flat ground,” he advises. “It 
takes a while.” 

As a skater is ready to jump (see Step 1 photo), 
he or she should crouch down and then jump by 
pushing off with his or her back foot. 

Skaters, presumably airborne with ’board, 
then need to slide their front foot forward to bal- 
ance the board (see Step 2; foot position illustrat- 
ed on left, real jump on right.) 

Skaters should realize this sliding of the 
front foot forward does produced some wear 
and tear on their shoes. “That’s why my shoes 


are falling apart,” says 
Parziale, who can bend the 
front of either shoe back to 
expose sock. 

While in the air, skaters 
should get an idea of where 
they are going to land, and 
prepare for the impact. They 
should try to balance them- 
selves so their weight is cen- 
tered over the ’board as they 
touch down (see Step 3). 

“Make sure you’re on top 
of the board and, when you 
land, that one foot isn’t 
falling off,” says Parziale. 
“It’s weird. It all goes

(‘BOARD CRAZY from page 25) 
through you brain so fast.” 

Now you know the basics of 
an “ollie,” or jumping with 
your skateboard. 

“In a couple of weeks you 
should be used to the timing. 
Some people pick it up faster 
than others,” says Parziale. 

Don’t worry if it seems to 
take several days to even get 
the skateboard to join you in 
leavving the ground. 

“It takes a couple weeks to 
learn how to ‘ollie’ this high,” 
Says Parziale, spreading his 
fingers about two inches apart. 
“Then after nine years you can 
try this (the height he does). 
But some kids at the park pick 
it up so fast it’s amazing, espe- 
cially the middle school kids.” 

Skateboarders interested in 
learning more basic, interme- 
diate or advanced moves — and 
with $40 burning a hole in

Edmonds, Andover Historical Society curator. 
“It was a hardship for people. People had to 
pay to stay in prison. They had to pay for the 
shackles that were binding their feet.” 

Yet, while Salem has actually turned the 
tragedy of the witch trials into a tourist sensa- 
tion, few Andover residents today know any- 
thing about their town’s role in the trials. 

Cry Witch!, a play by Mofford could change 
all that. Actors aged 8 to 72 interested in being 
in the play can audition at 7 p.m. Monday, 
Aug. 24 at Memorial Hall Library. There will 
also be another witch hunt, so to speak, Sept. 9 
at the North Andover Historical Society. Actor 
hopefuls unable to attend these auditions may 
contact Edmonds at the Andover Society. 

Mofford has been researching witch trials, 
particularly Andover’s witch trials, for more 
than 20 years, and wrote the play from origi- 
nal 17th century sources, 

She has taught courses on the Salem witch 
trials at two community colleges and is also 
known in some Andover circles for writing 
the historical plays told during Andover’s 
350th anniversary. She says Andover’s role in 
the witch scares of 1692 was unique. 

“Andover’s story is different. There’s differ- 


involved with it. After it 
happened, the people in 
Andover completely sup- 
pressed the informa- 
tion,” says Edmonds. 

He has a theory about 
why the information was 
buried.“It was an embar- 
rassing stigma to have 
on your family,” he says. 
“You would be ashamed of having a witch on 
your family tree, (and it would be hidden) 
until after the centennial in 1876 when there 
was a fascination with American history.” 

By then, more than 180 years of silence after 
the trials, few people probably still remem- 
bered Andover’s role to even consider investi- 
gating it.

50 years ago in Andover... 


New penalties are being imposed by 
a recently enacted state law concerning 
setting fires, both accidentally or pur- 
posely. According to the new law, any- 
one who negligently or willfully sets a 
fire shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than $250 or by imprisonment of 
not more than 90 days. Another section 
of the law states that whoever drops or 
throws from any vehicle (or while run- 
ning or walking on land) any lighted 
cigarette, cigar, match, live ashes, or 
any other flaming, glowing substance, 
shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than $100 or not more than 30 days.

An enrollment of more than 1,500 
pupils will enter the public schools of 
Andover on September 8.

You won’t see a picture of Michael 
Boland on any of the walls at the Massa- 
chusetts School of Law, even though he 
could probably argue that he had a 
major hand in bringing the school into 
being. 

That’s because he’s not exactly the 
founding father you want in the family 
portrait. At least some of what he’s done 
over the past 14 years is time — as in 
hard time. 

But he could lay claim to some seri- 
ous chutzpah. Boland, who started what 
he called the Commonwealth School of 
Law in Lowell back in 1985, wasn’t even 
a lawyer, yet he got the school off the 
ground and in the early going even had a 
student body of about 100, 

Of course, when he asked the state 
Board of Regents (now the Higher Educa- 
tion Coordinating Council) to come and 
evaluate his school for possible certifica- 
tion, they found it so deficient, they 
wouldn't even render a judgment on it. 

But instead of folding up, Boland 
hired a Washington attorney named 
Lawrence Velvel as dean of the fledg- 
ling school in 1987. 

That was the beginning of the end for 
Boland, but not for a law school in the 
Merrimack Valley. 

Boland tried to fire Velvel four 
months later, when the new dean kept 
insisting that he needed to have an inde- 
pendent board of trustees to oversee the 
school. 

“He (Boland) knew what I didn’t, and 
he figured they (trustees) would find 
out,” Velvel says now, noting that it was- 
n’t until later that he learned Boland had 
a criminal record. 

Boland did force him to resign, but 
that didn’t push Velvel out of the area. At 
the urging of a number of students, who 
by that time had begun to flee the Lowell 
school, Velvel and several others — 
some of them students — launched the 
Massachusetts School of Law in 
Andover. 

Boland retaliated with another crimi- 
nal act. He was convicted in 1993 of hir- 
ing an accomplice to burn down the new 
law school building at Dundee Park, and 
did prison time for it. 

But 13 years later, in spite of those 
somewhat dubious beginnings, MSL, as 
it is known by students, staff and faculty, 
is now well established, reasonably well 
endowed and on to bigger battles with 
much bigger — if considerably more gen- 
tee] — enemies than a local con man. 

For the better part of this decade, 
MSL has been playing David to the 
American Bar Association’s Goliath. 

It didn’t start as a fight. MSL simply 
sought accreditation from the ABA in 
1992, so its gra@wates could take the bar 
exam in any state. But the ABA rejected 
the bid, because MSL didn’t conform to a 
number of the standards of the associa- 
tion’s accreditation committee. 

Even that might not have provoked 
the now-ongoing battle. But Velvel says

the denial is a clear case of the ABA 
accreditation committee violating its 
own rules. 

“It’s right in their rules,” he says, 
“that if you can demonstrate that you’re 
really good, in terms of results, you can 
be accredited even if you don’t meet the 
other standards. 

“And we've proved that’s not the case. 
There’s not one instance where that’s 
happened. So we blew the whistle on 
them.” 

The MSL hasn’t won every battle. It 
still is not accredited by the ABA, and a 
federal appeals court upheld that denial 
earlier this year. 

But if it can’t slay the giant with a sin- 
gle legal ruling, it seems to be doing it 
incrementally. MSL grads can now take 
the bar exam immediately in Vermont, 
Connecticut and Massachusetts; and 
they can take it in Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, West Virginia, Wisconsin and Cal- 
ifornia as soon as they pass the Massa- 
chusetts bar exam. Once grads practice 
for three to five years, they can go almost 
anywhere they wish in the U.S. 

The real battle, Velvel says, is over 
control of who is allowed into the legal 
profession. This, he says, is a battle 
between the forces that want to keep the 
profession elitist, and those who want to 
provide “social and economic mobility to 
the middle class.” 

That battle, Velvel says, is also some- 
thing of a reflection of his own personal 
journey. 

“I started out thinking this would be a 
typical ABA school,” he says. “I was 
brought up in the upper middle class, I 
went to Michigan Law School, and have 
worked with people at the top of the pro-

fession, like Robert Bork. I was a victim, 
in a way, of my own circumstances, with 
a long history of conventional thinking. 

“But my parents were labor Zionists, 
so there was an element of social justice 
bred into me as well.” 

What changed his thinking, he says, 
was running the MSL. He kept hearing 
people tell him that the school’s grads 
were very competent; and that blue-col- 
lar and middle-class students, or those 
seeking a law degree at midlife, needed a 
law school they could afford. 

“We were sending very good people 
into the communities,” he says, “not to 
Wall Street or State Street, but they were 
still very qualified. 

“So I underwent a tremendous meta- 
morphosis, and started wanting to 
change all these rules that have made a 
law degree so expensive — that have 
jacked the price up to $20,000 a year. And 
that’s what put me on a collision course 
with the ABA. 

Indeed, MSL is deliberately uncon- 
ventional. It began on a shoestring, with 
about $20,000 (The ABA says it takes $15 
million to $50 million to start a school,” 
Velvel says.). 

Velvel also contends there is no need 
for a library is not the size the ABA rules 
demand. “About 85 percent of the books 
in those libraries never get read,” he 
says. “You can go in there and brush the 
dust of the 1950s from them.” 

MSL, with 15 full time faculty and 70 
to 80 adjunct professors, doesn’t meet the 
required faculty-student ratio because 
adjunct faculty aren’t counted. But Velv- 
el argues that, as practicing attorneys 
and judges, adjunct teachers bring real-

Gerald Mulligan, whose institution has been 
able to lease its local properties with an eye 
more to the character of the downtown rather 
than the maximum rent, “because it (the rent) 
doesn’t have a significant impact on the 
bank’s finances,” says local landlords might 
be persuaded that short-term gain might ulti- 
Nnately lead to less economic vitality in the 


long term. 


“But to do that, you have to have a vision of 
what the downtown should be,” 


he 


Says, 


adding that national chains are “not necessar- 


ily a bad thing.” 


“People got all excited when there was talk 
of a Gap or a Talbot’s coming in,” he say. “So 
you can’t make a blanket characterization.” 

The key, he says, is the correct mix of prod- 
ucts and services, that will make the down- 
town a “destination” for shoppers. 

“Yes, there’s something to be said for local 
people who have heart,” he says, “but if they 
aren't offering the products and services peo- 
ple want, it won’t matter.” 

Miller says he hopes the Planning Board 
will be able to launch a dialogue about a vision 


for the downtown. 

“What we are plan- 
ning to do is to return 
to a discussion of the 
Master Plan, with the 
focus on the down- 
town,” he says, but 
cautions that even 
that will not necessar- 
ily produce easy solu- 
tions. 

“We can talk about 
different options,” he 
Says, “such as what 
the district looks like, 
pricing to retailers 
and even expansion. 
But when that comes 
up, the neighborhoods 
get nervous.” 

Another possibility 
that Miller has pro- 
moted in the past is 
the creation of an Eco- 
nomic Development 
Corporation, | which 
could be privately or 
publicly funded. 

In some 
EDCs_ can_ purchase 
properties and 
become a landlord of 
some downtown prop- 
erties. “In that case, 
you wouldn’t have to 
necessarily get the 
highest rent, and you 
can look for tenants 
that aren’t from out of 
town,” Miller says. 

“You can’t have it 
all ways,” he says. 
“There are certain 
consequences to 
everything you do. 
But at least we want 
to give it a first airing 
— a look at parking, 
traffic and the retail 
mix. Then it’s up to 
the town to decide 
what it wants to do. At 

least it would be an 
informed decision.”
